“Do  I have  time  to  call  my  mother?”  she  questioned,  after  receiving 
news  of  her  honor.  Her  parents  were  unaware  of  her  participation  in  the 
contest  until  Monday  night  when  she  became  a finalist.

CAPE  KENNEDY,  Fla.  (AP)  - The 
three  Apollo  7 astronauts  fine-tuned 
their  pilot  skills  Wednesday  while 
technicians  at  their  launch  pad  worked 
smoothly  toward  an  on-time  lift-off 
Friday  for  an  1 1-day  flight  that  could 
set  America  back  on  course  for  the 
moon. 

Even  as  Navy  Capt.  Walter  M.  Schirra

Industry  is  also  important  in  the 
Weilenmann  campaign,  as  the 
senatorial  hopeful  headed  the  state 
Industrial  Development  Commission 
during  the  Rampton  administration. 

Maughan,  a relative  newcomer  to  the 
campaign  trail,  is  a Davis  County 
attorney.  John  Preston  Creer  served  a 
term  on  the  Salt  Lake  County 
Commission  and  was  deputy  Salt  Lake 
County  attorney. 


civilian  astronaut  Walter  Cunningham 
drilled  in  a computer-driven  mock 
spacecraft,  three  other  spacemen  who 
may  fly  around  the  moon  at 
Christmastime  saw  their  huge  Saturn  5 
rocket  rolling  to  a launch  pad  seven 
miles  away  from  that  of  Apollo  7.  > 

The  two  even  ts  - A polio  7 
preparations  and  rollout  of  the 
363-foot-tail  Saturn  5 vehicle  to  be 
launched  about  Dec.  20— combined  to 
demonstrate  that  the  nation’s  man  to 
the  moon  program  apparently  has 
recovered  from  the  stunning  setback 
received  when  three  astronauts  died  in 
the  Apollo  1 fire  Jan.  27,  1967. 

“Hardware  is  beginning  to  appear 
down  at  the  Cape  for  the  lunar 
mission,  and  we’re  looking  forward  to 
moving  out,”  Dr.  George  E.  Mueller, 
NASA’s  associate  administrator  for 
manned  space  flight,  said  as  the  Saturn 
5 lumbered  out  of  its  cavernous 
assembly  building. 

Asked  if  the  nation  still  has  a chance 
of  making  its  goal  of  a manned  lunar 
landing  by  1970,  Mueller  said:  “We 
have  every  hope  that  we  will.” 

“The  Apollo  7 pre-launch  activity  is 
going  as  smooth  as  we’ve  ever  seen  for 
a manned  space  flight,”  observed 
another  NASA  official. 


Apollo  7 pilots  Schirra,  Cunningham 
and  Eisele  spent  several  hours  in  the 
spacecraft  simulator  Wednesday,  then 
set  aside  time  to  discuss  last-minute 
flight  details  and  watch  portions  of  the 
World  Series  baseball  game  on 
television. 

They  are  scheduled  to  blast  off  at  1 1 
a.m.  Friday  aboard  a 224-foot-taII 
Saturn  IB  rocket,  forerunner  of  the 
Saturn  5.  They  are  to  travel  around 
earth  163  times  in  the  following  11 
days  and  wring  out  spacecraft  systems 
to  qualify  future  Apollo  craft  for  flight 
to  the  moon. 

If  Apollo  7 is  successful,  the  Apollo 
8 craft  and  Saturn  5 rocket  may  be 
assigned  to  fly  10  orbits  around  the 
moon  in  December.  Piloting  Apollo  8 
will  be  Air  Force  Col.  Frank  Borman, 
Navy  Capt.  James  A.  Lovell  Jr.  and  Air 
Force  Maj.  William  A.  Anders. 

“Everybody  has  their  own  window,” 
Apollo  8 commander  Borman  said  as 
he  and  his  two  copilots  joked  with 
photographers  near  the  monster 
booster.  Asked  what  he  thought  it  will 
be  like  to  ride  aboard  the  brute  rocket, 
the  veteran  Gemini  pilot  said  simply, 
“I  don’t  know.” 
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Pungently  Polemic: 

Political 
Messege

Dramas  of  various  types  have  been  presented  in  this  year’s 
amphitheater— tragedy,  comedy,  satire  and  experimental.  It  is  a year  of 
complexities  and  challenges.  But,  above  all  else,  it  is  a critical  year. 

For  the  first  time  in  decades  the  demagoguery  of  the  democratic 
two-party  political  system  has  been  threatened.  The  political  situation 
merits,  therefore,  some  speculative  attention.  I shall  not  propagandize 
nor  sympathize;  I shall  simply  analyze,  for  I am  an  extremely  simple 
person. 

The  tone  for  this  year’s  contest  was  set  during  the  Democratic 
Convention.  While  at  the  convention,  the  party  wrote,  produced  and 
directed  a TV  special  which  co-starred  the  Chicago  police  and  the 
Yippies. 

The  special  was  titled,  “Run  For  Your  Life!”  They  will 
undoubtedly  receive  the  accolades  of  the  TV  industry  for  their 
magnificent  incoherence. 

For  his  tireless  efforts.  Mayor  Daley,  who  is  obviously  well  trained, 
will  receive  the  “Railroader  of  the  Year”  Award. 

QUICK  COMMENT 

Elsewhere,  James  Reston,  NEW  YORK  TIMES  news  analyst,  wrote 
that  the  “Richard  Nixon  nomination  was  the  greatest  comeback  since 
Lazarus.”  A fellow  New  Yorker  was  quick  to  point  out  that  in  John 
1 1 :39  it  says,  “Martha,  the  sister  of  him  that  was  dead,  saith  unto  him, 
‘Lord,  by  this  time  he  stinketh.”  (What  a pungently  odiferous 
comment!) 

Wallace,  the  anathema  of  many  Americans,  was  in  a meeting 
negotiating  the  rent  of  Madison  Square  Garden  for  a political  rally.  In 
the  confusion  he  signed  the  wrong  contract.  So,  on  Oct.  25th  Wallace 
will  appear  in  a 10-round  non-title  bout-his  opponent:  Muhammed 
Ali! 

Quizzical  thoughts  are  created  in  the  minds  of  many  persons  when 
they  reflect  on  the  vice  presidential  choices.  The  sum  total  of  these 
thoughts  can  be  expressed  in  one  word,  “Why?” 

I have  it  on  authority  that  the  selection  of  Spiro  Agnew  was  based 
on  a computerized  voter-preference. . . I have  always  thought  that  to 
err  was  human. 

But  worse  yet,  after  the  convention,  Nixon  didn’t  call  Agnew  for 
three  days. . . he  couldn’t  remember  Spiro’s  name. 

Another  vice  presidential  candidate,  Curtis  LeMay,  may  have  hurt 
the  Independent  Party’s  chances  when  he  declared,  “I  don’t  want  to 
stab  anyone  in  the  beUy  with  a rusty  knife  unless  I have  to. ’’-such  a 
traumatic  remark. 

PRESSING  POINT 

The  thoroughness  of  the  press  has  made  it  difficult  for  the 
candidates  who  have  made  mistakes.  I read  a headline  in  the  TRIBUNE 
that  said,  “Wallace  Supporters  Draw  Muskie  Fire.”  I was  unimpressed 
with  the  print. 

As  in  no  other  campaign,  the  political  advisers  to  the  candidates 
have  been  relied  upon  for  important  strategic  advice.  One  of 
Humphrey’s  aides  recently  told  him  to  leave  personalities  out  of  the 
campaign— he  obliged  and  omitted  his  own. 

Here  at  BYU,  Wallace  continues  to  attract  a lot  of  attention.  The 
spot  that  the  YAlP’s  use  for  campaigning  has  been  reserved  until  Nov. 
10.  Their  hope  must  be  that  the  vote  in  the  House  will  produce  a 
three-way  tie,  and  the  people  will  have  another  opportunity  to  vote.  In 
any  case,  they  are  proud  of  their  candidate.  One  of  the  YAIPS,  who 
purports  to  be  a super-heated  intellectual,  told  me:  “What  we  need  in 
America  is  more  men  like  Wallace  whom  we  can  immolate.”  Although  a 
bit  confused,  he  did  seem  to  have  a burning  desire  to  give  the  flame  of 
liberty  to  all  Americans. 

Nothing  that  has  happened  with  respect  to  the  candidates  has 
caused  me  much  concern.  What  bothers  me  is  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
voters  in  America  have  either  deleted  or  dilated  minds.

Editorial . . . 

Taxes  Threaten  Srholars 


Hundreds  of  university  students  in  Utah  are 
violating  a state  income  tax  law,  and  many  are  doing 
so  unknowingly. 

The  problem  stems  in  part  from  nebulous 
phraseology  in  Utah  Tax  Laws  listing  items  not 
taxable.  Scholarships,  grants  and  fellowships  are  not 
included  in  this  list  and  are  therefore  considered 
part  of  taxable  income. 

The  rationale  is  that  one  who  has  a scholarship 
or  grant  must  work  to  keep  it— either  by 
maintaining  an  acceptable  grade  point  average  for 
academic  scholarships,  or  by  performing  well  on  an 
athletic  team  as  is  the  case  in  athletic  grants-in-aid. 
Residents  as  well  as  non-residents  who  receive  such 
aid  while  living  in  Utah  are  expected  to  abide  by  the 
law. 

According  to  Mr.  Leo  Miles,  chief  of  the  state 
income  tax  auditing  division,  it  is  up  to  the 
individual  if  this  statute  is  enforced  because  the 
State  Tax  Commission  does  not  receive  reports  on 
those  obtaining  scholarships.  It  should  be 
understood,  however,  that  a person  could  be 
prosecuted  if  he  didn't  pay  the  affixed  amount. 

A few  years  ago  the  Tax  Commission  requested 
from  a university  (not  BYU)  records  of  those  on 
scholarships,  but  the  information  was  refused. 
Resistance  and  ignorance  of  the  law  account  for  its 
lax  enforcement. 

Another  point  to  consider  is  that  federal-income 
tax  standards  classify  scholarships,  grants  and 
fellowships  exempt.  True,  states  have  the  right  to 
tax  in  realms  where  the  federal  government  does 
not. 

But  the  question  now  arises— if  we  believe  in 
upholding  and  sustaining  the  law.  what  should  we 


do?  Should  we  pay  the  assessment  or  ignore 
issue?  It  seems  unreasonable  to  maintain  a law

The  Eighteenth  Annual  Symposium 
on  the  Archaeology  of  the  Scriptures 
will  be  Saturday  in  184  Jesse  Knight 
Bldg.

An  audience  of  about  60  persons  can 
be  seated  at  one  time  in  the 
hemispherical  structure  to  view  the 
celestial  show.  A complicated 
apparatus,  the  Spitz  optical  projector, 
creates  an  illusion  of  the  sky  on  the 
underside  of  the  dome. 

A replica  of  the  skyline  of  Utah 
Valley  as  it  would  be  seen  from  the 
roof  of  the  Science  Center  is  built 
around  the  lower  edge  of  the  dome. 


This  third-dimensional  skyline  gives  as 
near  a true  impression  of  the  actual 
night  sky  scene  as  possible.  Even  the 
block  Y on  the  east  mountain  is 
duplicated  and  can  be  lighted. 

Regardless  of  the  weather  outside, 
the  projector  recreates  the  appearance 
of  the  constellations  of  stars  and  the 
milky  way  as  seen  at  different  times  of 
the  year  and  at  different  latitudes  on 
the  earth.

Akbar  Nourmanesh,  Iran, 
recently-appointed  president  of  the 
International  Students  organization  on 
campus,  makes  an  appeal  to  the 
nationalistic  sentiments  of  the  foreign 
students  by  encouraging  them  to  go 
home  after  graduation. 

Believing  that  educated  natives  can 
do  more  for  the  world’s 
underdeveloped  countries  than  any 
foreign  aid  programs,  he  hopes  that 
learning  can  eventually  replace  U.S.  aid 
dollars. 

NATIONAL  PRIDE 

According  to  Akbar,  national  pride  is 
the  key. 

“If  people  of  the  United 
States  . . . didn’t  care  about  their 
country,  it  wouldn’t  be  great  by 
now  ...  You  people  work  hard  for  this 
country,”  he  says.  ‘This  helps  people 
in  other  countries,  too.” 

To  Akbar,  a graduate  student  in 
Animal  Science,  helping  the  world’s 
poor  means  understanding  their 
problems,  and  he  thinks  natives  of 
underdeveloped  nations  can  succeed  in 
understanding. 

“They  grew  up  with  these  people. 
They  know  what  they  want,”  he  says.

What  could  have  been  a 
mono-syllabled  science  fiction  shocker, 
overburdened  with  gadgets  and 
under-endowed  with  talent,  is  instead  a 
brain-teasing  ride  through  the  galaxy 
and  a penetrating  hypothesis  of  man’s 
destiny. 

“200I:Space  Odyssey,”  an  at  first 
confusing  and  seemingly  plotless  film, 
becomes  a unique  and 
thought-provoking  experience  for  the 
viewer. 

Keir  DuUea,  playing  a very  different 
David  in  “Odyssey”  than  in  the  classic 
“David  and  Lisa,”  is  the  Odysseus  of 
this  film  epic  but  even  more  than  an 
adventurer  he  is  the  eventual 
“Everyman”  of  destiny. 

The  film  begins  with  the  Darwinian 
prehistoric  man  and  takes  him  towards 
his  ultimate  telestialzation.

develops  the  viewer  must  decide  for 
himself. 

Whatever  the  decision,  it  will  require 
some  mental  calisthenics. 

The  film  seems  to  drag  in  the 
beginning  and  costumes  seem 
borrowed  from  the  set  of  “The  Planet 
of  the  Apes.” 

“Odyssey”  moves  from  the  comedy 
of  a zero-gravity  toilet  to  the  pathos  of 
the  destruction  of  Hal,  a computer 
with  human  emotions. 

The  photography  will  take  you  as 
near  to  psychedelic  hallucination  as 
your  dogma  permits  and  carry  you  on 
a voyage  through  such  very-special 
effects  that  you  will  only  feel  the 
reality  of  sitting  in  the  tube  of  a 
kaleidoscope. 


You’ll  waltz  to  the  Blue  Danube  in 
an  orbital  pattern  and  float  in  the 
midst  of  infinity. 

Whatever  you  do,  though,  be  sure  to 
catch  the  show  in  Cinerama  or  you’ll 
be  watching,  instead  of  experiencing, 
“2001:  Space  Odyssey.”
